1 . The new title has been accepted. 



Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-18, 20-29, 31 , 32, 34-74 are objected to because of the following 
informalities. 

The limitation of "one or more transfer destinations that are included in said other 
devices" of claims 1,18, 29, 31 , 32, 34, 67-74 appears to be claiming "the transfer 
destinations of the other devices." 

"Transfer destinations that are included in the other devices" has the meaning 
that the "transfer destination" which is a "location" is also a "device." 

The "ne or more transfer destinations" of line 7, claim 18 appears to be "one or 
more transfer destinations." 

The word "insert-prints" of claims 1, 29, 32, and "insert-printing" of claims 68, 71, 
is not a verb/ The phase that contains "insert-prints" or "insert-printing" of claims 1 , 29, 
32, 68, 71 are missing a verb. It seems like applicant is claiming "insert printing." An 
example of correction to, for example, claim 1 is being suggested as the following: "said 
printing unit insert-prints location information of said transfer destination,.." could 
change to "said printing unit prints location information, using insert printing, of said 
transfer destination..." 

Claims 2-17, 19-28, 30, 35-66 are objected to because they depends on claims 
1, 18,29,31,32,34.67-74 
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Appropriate correction is required.
